Pape said in the telegram that 
the board had admitted that more 
than 46,000 names of registered vot- 
ers had not been found by, can- 
vassers, and said: “This is sufficient 
to prove derilictign of duty and war- 
rant immediate ction on your 
part.” 

Particular accusations were made 
against Charles L. Moore, a Re- 
publican commissioner and secre- 
tary of the board. Pape said that 
candidates for membership on the 
Republican City Committee were 
not being given consideration in 
the naming of judges and clerks of 
election unless they supported Hen- 
ry L. Berger against Anton Schuler 
for the Republican nomination for 
Sheriff, and Albert L. Grattendick 
against Thomas Gabbert for the Re- 
publican nomination for Public Ad- 
ministrator. 

He also told the Governor that 
Moore was active in the support of 
Hilles Leslie of Memphis for the 
nomination for State Treasurer. 

Moore, he said, was conducting a 
campaign in nearly every ward in 
an effort to obtain control of the 
committee. “It is reprehensible and 
unfair for an election commissioner, 
as umpire, to abuse the power of his 
office by being active for any can- 
didate,” Pape said.

N FIVE-STORY PLUNGE 


Mrs. Edith Jane Pott’s Body 
Found on Roof of Garage 
at Apartment by Husband. 


Mrs Edith Jane Pott. 42 years 
old, was killed last night in a 
plunge from the window of her 
sixth-floor apartment in the Mary- 
land Manor Apartments, 4501 Mary- 
land avenue. She. was the wife of 
Herman T. Pott, president of the 
St. Louis Shipbuilding & Steel Co. 

Pott saw the body of his wife 
lying on the roof of a one-story 
garage at the rear of the building 
after discovering a screen missing 
from a kitchen window at 10:30 
o'clock. He hurried to the garage 
roof and when police, called by oth- 


/er persons in the building, reached 


the scene a few minutes later he 
was standing beside the body weep- 
ing. 

According to Pott, his wife had 
been melancholy and nervous. They 
went out to dinner last night and 
on returning home he packed his 
bag for a brief business trip to Kan- 
sas City.

DENIAL OF MEALS ENDS 
OREGON PRISON REBELLION 


700 Convicts Eat After Going Two 
Nights and Day Without 
Food. 

By the Associated Press. 

SALEM, Ore., Aug. 3.—-Two nights 
and a day without food broke the 
rebellion of 700 convicts who rioted 
in the State prison here Friday. 

Meekly they marched into the 
mess room early yesterday and ate 
their first regular meal since noon 
Friday, shortly before their demon- 
stration against a court decision de- 
nying automatic freedom to prison- 
ers who have served minimum 
terms. 

One convict was killed and two 
others wounded in the riot. The 
others were returned to their cells 
where they screamed, broke window 
glass and shouted profanity at 
guards for nearly 36 hours. 

State police, who had not left the 
prison grounds since the outbreak, 
stationed themselves in corridors 
along with guards. In a steel cage 
suspended above the mess hall other 
guards with rifles watched as_ the 
prisoners filed in. There was not a 
sign of trouble. 

Twenty-two alleged ringleaders of 
the riot are in solitary confinement.

J. Kattelman, bankrupt installment 
plan dealer in stocks, for release 
from jail in which he has been 
held since Jan. 15 for contempt of 


the Federal Court. 

Kattelman, ordered to deliver to 
the receiver for his firm, H. J. Kat- 
telman Co., $39,205 in cash, certain 
stocks and bonds, and the compa- 
ny’s books and records, went to 
jail pleading that he could not do 
what the court directed him to do. 

He gave up the stocks and bonds 
last month in an unsuccessful ef- 
fort to obtain his freedom, and Sat- 
urday he surrendered the records. 
The money, he testified, he had giv- 
en to his wife and her sister, Miss 
Mildred Logeman, because he 
owed them about $42,000. 

“Entirely Different Story.” 

Federal Judge George H. Moore 
interrupted the hearing at one 
point today to. remark that he did 
not think there was much to be 
gained by examining Kattelman., 
He recalled that Wayne Ely, attor- 
ney for Kattelman, had said when 
the stocks and bonds were given 
up last month that Kattelman 
could not tell what had become of 
the cash “because it would tend to 
incriminate him and other per- 
sons.” 

“Saturday this man comes into 
court and tells an entirely different 
story,” the Court added, referring to 
Kattelman. “Everything he says on 
every occasion is totally at variance 
with his previous statements about 
the same matter. I don’t know that 
Kattelman’s testimony is worth 
anything in this proceeding. 

“He filed an affidavit on July 10 
and testified on the witness stand 
that he knew nothing about where 
the books and records were. On 
Saturday, he attempted to repudiate 
the affidavit, and he produced the 
books and records. I don’t think 
his attorneys had him sign any 
affidavit without at least advising 
him of its contents.” 

Kattelman had testified when 
questioned about the affidavit Sat- 
urday that he had “signed some 
paper that was shoved under my 
nose,” but did not know what was 
in it. 

No Special Reason for Cash. 

Harry C. Barker, attorney . for 
William Stone Madden, receiver for 
H. J. Kattelman Co., questioned 
Kattelman closely about the pay- 
ment to his wife, $39,550 which 
was made in cash, not by check. 
Kattelman said there was no par- 
ticular reason for making the pay- 
ment in cash. 

The stocks and bonds he surren- 
dered last month, which have a par 
value of about $100,000 and may be 
worth about $40,000 now, were hid- 
den, Kattelman said, in a basement 
storeroom at the home of his moth- 
er-in-law, Mrs. Johanna H. Loge- 
man, 8101 Florissant road, Norman- 
dy. 

Neither Mrs. Logeman nor his 
wife, Kattelman said, had any 
knowledge of the presence of the 
stocks and bonds in the storeroom 
until he told his wife last month 
to get them and give them to his 
attorneys to be delivered to the re- 
ceiver. 

Neither “Knew Anything.” 

Mrs. Logeman and Mrs. Kattel- 
man both testified, when examined 
in bankruptcy court, that they knew 
nothing about the whereabouts of 
the assets of the Kattelman firm. 
Mrs. Logeman, it will be recalled, 
later produced in court bonds with 
a par value of $9500 which she tes- 
tified she was “certainly surprised” 
to find in a storeroom at her home.

MOVE TO ‘CLEAN 
UP BACK YARD’ 


Insurgents Try to Prevent 
Any Attack From Rear 
During Their Advance on 
Madrid. 


By the Associated Presa. 

WITH THE REBEL FORCES 
ADVANCING ON SAN SEBAS- 
TIAN, NEAR VERA, Spain, Aug. 3. 
Insurgent Fascists, determined 
to overthrow loyalist victors, 
marched today in a second advance 
on the frontier city of San Sebas- 
tian. 

The new campaign was ordered 
by Gen. Emilio Mola after rebel 
columns had been reinforced by an 
estimated 10,000 soldiers from Pam- 
plona. 

The principal objective, Fascist 
leaders asserted, was to “clean up 
the back yard” of the insurgent 
march on Madrid. Danger of a 
rear attack during the rebel ad- 
vance on the capital led Gen. Mola 
to attempt to strengthen his posi- 
tion in the north, the field com- 
manders said. 

The advance guards of the rebel 
army concentrated in the Guadar- 
rama Mountain passes were report- 
ed to have occupied the towns of 
Guadarrama and Navalperal, con- 


trol points of two of the three 
gateways to the capital. 
(These reports, circulated in 


frontier points near the rebel head- 
quarters, were not confirmed from 
Government sources in the fighting 
region. Leftists said the situation 
in the mountains was quiet in prep- 
aration for a new loyalist advance.) 

The march of the rebel armies to- 
wardward the scene of recent de- 
feats at the hands of Lefists was 
slow, as loyal snipers carried on 
guerrrilla warfare. 

Trains of pack mules loaded with 
ammunition followed winding 
mountain paths down to the black- 
ened spot which was once the town 
of Oyarzin. The settlement was 
virtually wiped out by rebel and 
Leftist fire during the last week. 

_ Many of the Fascist soldiers mov- 
ing northward in the latest drive 
were veterans of the first Guadar- 
rama battles. With their mountain 
positions consolidated, the rebel 
Jeaders have withdrawn a large 
part of their forces to participate 
in the cleanup movement in the 
north central sector. 

“The northern army is now at 
the gates of Madrid,” Gen. Miguel 

_Cabanellas, civil leader of the rev- 
olutionary provisional Government 
in. Burgos, was quoted in dispatches. 

“The object of the insurgents is 
to insure triumph of a real Spain 
and bring to the Spanish people a 
regime of fraternity,. order and 
peace. 

“Our purpose is to give Spain her 
rightful position in the world with- 
out foreign interference.”

Thinks Spanish Conflict Will 
Be Long But Government 
Will Win.

By JULIO ALVAREZ DEL VAYO, 
Loyal Socialist Leader. 
(Written for the Associated Press.) 
MADRID, Aug. 3.—After a fort- 
night’s bloody civil war, I can truth- 
fully say the situation from the 
Leftist Government’s point of view 

is definitely good. 

We do not deny that when the 
rebellion broke out we found our- 
selves in an extraordinarily grave 


position, We had to face the sit- 
uation—the whole of our army was 
taken by surprise and had no choice 
but to follow its officers and join 
in the revolt against us.' 

Since then, however, there Has 
been a great change. Many regi-. 
ments have either deserted or im- 
prisoned their officers and come 
over to our side. 

In several cities the rebel offi- 
cers have either shut the men in 
barracks or are keeping the troops 
beside them at the point of a re- 
volver. 

Holding Own in Mountains. 

Our men on the Guadarrama 
front are holding their own. The 
arrival of a column of militia 2000 
strong from Valencia allowed us 
to withdraw some of the tired Com- 
munist defenders from the moun- 
tains, give them rest and reform 
them in two “battalions of steel” 
for an onslaught against Zaragoza. 

These battalions, which will leave 
for Aragon almost immediately, 
have been named October and Lar- 
go Caballero. (Apparently the latter 
battalion was named for Francisco 
Largo Caballeora, president of the 
Spanish Socialist party.) 

In the South, despite fierce rebel 
activity, we are also maintaining 
our positions in this struggle. 

The loyalty of sailors in the navy 
effectively prevented the rebel com- 
mander, Gen. Francisco Franco, 
from carrying out what would have 
been a grave menace to our cause 
—landing 40,000 Moroccan troops on 
the mainland.

Their strength reorganized, the 
refreshed Government forces in the 
Basque provinces are truly encour- 
aging. I have no doubt the offen- 
sive which they are about to launch 
on the rear guard of rebels under 
Gen. Emilio Mola will be success- 
ful. . 

The weakness of the rebels in 
the North is amply demonstrated 
by the fact that when Col. Carras- 
co, besieged by loyal troops in the 
Loyola barracks at San Sebastian, 
sent frantic radio calls for help to 
Vitoria, no help came. 

The rebels did not even have the 
strength to make an effort to save 
such an internationally important 
frontier town as San Sebastian. 
In view of this and more recent 
events, I am confident that, though 
the struggle may not be over quick- 
ly, we will win in the end. 


RUSSIAN WORKERS DONATE 
FUNDS TO SPANISH LEFTISTS 


Men at One Plant Cable “Best 
Wishes” to President Manuel 
Arana.

MOSCOW, Aug. 3.—Soviet Work- 
ers’ committees began collection to- 
day of funds to aid Spanish Left- 
ists. 

Workers in the Proletarsky Trud 
plant in Moscow cabled “best 
wishes” to President Manuel Azana 
and instructed a trade union com- 
mittee to ask employes to contrib- 
ute one-half of one per cent of 
their ‘monthly salaries. 

In many meetings the workers 
expressed sympathy for the people 
of Spain. One group, by resolution,

ARMED PEASANTS GUARD 
RAIL PROPERTIES IN SPAIN 


Volunteers Seeking to Prevent Any 
Interruption in Limited 
Facilities. 

By the Associated Press. 

MADRID, Aug. 8—The direct 
railroad route from San Sebastian 
to Madrid is closed because of 
fighting in north central Spain, 
and a long detour is being made 
through Barcelona and Valencia. 

From Portbou to Barcelona, and 
then to Valencia and Madrid, thou- 
sands of armed peasants maintain 
a ceaseless watch over the rails, 
bridges, tunnels and stations. These 
volunteers guard against any at- 
tempt to interrupt the limited com- 
munications being maintained with 
the capital. 

Barricades of sandbags, sacks cof 
grain and bales of husks are at 
railway stations and signal towers. 
Anyone approaching the right of 
way is challenged and unless he is 
able to explain his presence satis- 
factorily he is dealt with sum- 
marily. 


SPAIN’S CIVIL WAR RAISES 
PRICES OF EXPORTS TO U. S. 


Olive Oil Up 47 Per cent; Quick- 
silver and Cork Show 
Slight Increases. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3—Spain’s 
civil war, although only two weeks 
old, is already affecting the prices 
of exports to this country. 

Olive oil prices have risen sharp- 
ly. Commercial Spanish, for exam- 
ple, jumped from 75 cents to $1.10 
a gallon in the last 10 days, a 47 
per cent increase. Even at this 
price, dealers are selling only to 
their regular customers in small 
quantities. Stocks of Spanish oil in 
this country are low. 

Quicksilver prices have been 
affected only slightly. This is due 
to the large stocks carried by cor- 
porations which are the largest con- 
sumers. 

Cork quotations have shown lit- 
tle tendency to rise. This is held 
in trade circles to be because cork 
can be bought in Portugal, North 
Africa and many Mediterranean 
ports. Observers say that if the 
disturbance continues for six 


months or #0 world stocks will be 
seriously depleted. 


MARTIAL LAW IN IDAHO 


LUMBER STRIKE AREA} 


Edict Follows Shooting of 
Four Pickets and Beating 
of Five Workers. 


By the Associated Press. 

BOISE, Idaho, Aug. 3.—Gov. C. 
Ben Ross signed a proclamation 
today placing Clearwater County, 
scene of a North Idaho lumber- 
man’s strike, under martial law 
after four pickets were shot, five 
strikers beaten and 10 other per- 
sons arrested yesterday, near Orifi- 
no, county seat. The order is to be- 
come effective at 4 p. m. today. 

Ninety Idaho National Guards- 
men and officers, under command 
of Col. F. C. Hummel of Boise, 
were ordered to Orfino. 

The strike, now a month old, cen- 
ters around demands for higher 
wages and improved working and 
sanitary conditions. 

Nearly two weeks ago Gov. Ross 
sent ghis personal military repre- 
sentative, Capt. W. H. Abendroth, 
to investigate the situation. Later, 
at the request of county officials, 
the Governor sent 12 State traffic 
police to the strike zone. Emmett 
Pfost, head of State police, followed. 
Then, Commissioner of Public Wel- 
fare Lewis Williams was assigned 
to check sanitary conditions. 

Gov. Ross said he received a tele- 
graphic affidavit from the county 
Sheriff which said in part: “Large 
bodies of men have banded them- 
selves together, and are flaunting 
the authority of the law and re- 
sisting its progress; numerous acts 
of violence have occurred, such acts 
consisting of mobs beating indi- 
viduals with dangerous weapons 
and a gun fight, resulting in the 
shooting of four men.” The Sheriff 
said he “expects further acts of 
violence from ambush, by reason 
of the high feeling existing in said 
strike areas,” and he asked for 
troops. 

The injured were taken to a hos- 
pital at Orifino. 

Al Bici, one of the injured mill 
workers, said he and the other mill 
men were taken from two trucks 
and beaten with log chains. 

Although physicians declined to 
comment on the condition of the 
men, Mrs. R. T. Hopkins, wife of 
the doctor in charge of the hospi- 
tal, said Mike Selz was in a saeri- 
ous condition from a chest wound. 
Others being treated for bullet 
wounds were Konrad Hill, shot in 
leg; E. L. Gentry, wounded in the 
hip, and Lloyd Gustafson, shot in 
the thigh.

RAIN CHECKS FOREST FIRES

Two Blazes, One on Isle Royale, 
Other Near Marquette, Still Seri- 
ous; 1500 Men Fight Fiames. 

MARQUETTE, Mich., Aug. 3.—An 
army of 1500 men held forest fires 
in check in 12 areas today, with the 
aid of scattered showers over the 
week-end. One fire on Isle Royale 
in Lake Superior, and another about 
midway between Marquette and 
Munising, in Michigan's upper 
peninsula, retained major propor- 
tions. 

More than 600 men, including 500 
Civilian Conservation Corps work- 
ers on Isle Royale, set backfires 
and worked pumps to keep the 
flames from CCC camps, lumber 
camps and pulpwood stores valued 
at $100,000. The flames have al- 
ready burned over 5000 acres, start- 
ing in slashings and going on 
through spruce and balsam timber. 

The 150 residents of Traunik, an 
unincorporated village in Alger 
County, watched a fire which had 
approached within three-quarters of 
a mile of their homes, but was 
spreading less rapidly after a two- 
hour rain. More than 200 CCC and 
WPA workers and other recruits 
were aiding them.

FROM WATCHMEN 


Both Negroes — One Shot 
by Freight Terminal Em- 
ploye, Who Also Seizes 
Three Companions. 


Two Negro burglars were shot 
and killed in trying to escape from 
licensed watchmen today and early 
yesterday. 

An unidentified Negro was killed 
at 3a.m today while attempting to 
pry open a door at a freight termi- 
nal at Second and O'Fallon streets. 
He had arrived in the city from Ar- 
kansas several hours earlier, ac- 


cording to three companions, who 
were arrested. 

Watchman Bernard Martin re 
ported he was making his rounds 
in the terminal, which is operated 
by the Frisco and Rock Island Rail- 
roads, when he heard a noise. He 
stepped outside on a platform and 
covered six young Negroes with his 
revolver, commanding them to 
stand still. The group scattered, 
and Martin opened fire. One man 
fell dead, shot through the left side 
of the back, and three others halted. 

The three young men captured 
said they were David Miles, 16; Ivory 
Mooney, 17, and Nathan Kennedy, 
18 years old, who arrived here by 
bus last night from Forrest City, 
Ark. They said the man killed by 
the officer and the two who es- 
caped got on the bus at Brinkley, 
Ark., and suggested the burglary 
after arriving here.- The prisoners 
said they were curious, and went 
along. An iron bar, used in prying 
the door, was found on the platform. 

The body of the dead man, who 
was about 25 years old, is at the 
morgue. 


Burglar Killed by Watchman in 
Second Meeting During Night. 


The shooting yesterday followed 
the second encounter of Licensed 
Watchman Frank H. Cleaver, at- 
tached to the Laclede Avenue Po- 
lice Station, with a Negro carrying 
stolen cigars and cigarettes. Cleav- 
er saw the man walk out of an al- 
ley on the west side of Twenty-third 
street, between Locust and Olive 
streets, with a carton under his 
arm. He called to the Negro to 
halt. The man, with Cleaver in 
pursuit, ran to Pine street and into 
a hallway at 2112 Pine street, where 
he dropped the carton and disap- 
peared. 

Cleaver recovered the carton, 
which contained cigars and cigar- 
ettes, and had telephoned a report 
of the incident to the police station 
from a call box at Twenty-third 
and Pine streets at 4 a. m., when he 
saw the same Negro, carrying a 
sack, walking toward him over 
Twenty-third street. The watchman 
dodged into a hallway, drawing his 
revolver. As the Negro passed, 
Cleaver stepped out and ordered 
him to halt, he said. The Negro 
dropped the sack and started run- 
ning. Cleaver said he fired one shot 
in the air and two at the runner, 
who pitched forward to the pave- 
ment. Examination showed the 
man had been shot through the 
heart. The sack contained cigars 
and cigarettes. 

At the morgue the dead man was 
identified by police through finger 
prints as John Jackson, 38, who had 
served terms for burglary in the 
Missouri and Illinois penitentiaries. 
He had been employed recently at 
the Coliseum, Jefferson and Wash- 
ington avenues, and investigation 
revealed that a burglar had jim- 
mied an inner door in the building 
leading to a cafe, from which a 
quantity of cigars and cigarettes 
had been stolen. The loot recov- 
ered by Cleaver was identified by 
the cafe owner.

Assailant Beats Two As They 
Lie in Bed in Home at 
PRcbio, Colo.

YOUTH ADMINISTRATION'S NEW 
LABOR SCALE EFFECTIVE SOON 


Maximum Hours a Week Changed 
to 46; Wages Will Be $19.32, 
$22.08 and $25.76. 

A new wage and hour scale for 
boys working on jobs supplied by 
the National Youth Administration 
will be put into effect soon in ac- 
cordance with a clause in the ap- 
propriations bill passed by Con- 
gress at the last session, Clark 
Buckner, Missouri director of the 
administration, said today. 

The new scale will be as follows: 
Unskilled workers, 42 cents per 
hour; intermediate, 48 cents an 
hour; skilled, 56 cents per hour. 
Thous, for working the maximum 
of 46 hours per week, the boys will 


be paid at this rate: Unskilled, 
$19.32; intermediate, $22.08; skilled, 
$25.76. 


Heretofore, the maximum a boy 
could work was 40 hours per week 
and the wage scale was slightly 
lower, NYA jobs are given to boys 
to supply supplementary relief to 
large families in which one mem- 
ber is already employed by the 
WPA.

point?’ If they take the recommen- 
dations of interested party commit- 
teemen and candidates, and if they 
are going to depend on a deputy 
election commissioner to challenge 


a list of names, they might as w 
quit before they start, for this 
would be a farce worse in its effect 
than the farce of the supposedly 
clean registration and canvass they 
tried to pass off on us. 

“Let me illustrate what I mean. 
Suppose, for example, they appoint- 
ed a keen-eyed, veteran newspaper 
man, one with a camera eye and 
brain, trained to meet and remem- 
ber people, faces and names. Give 
that newspaper man a list of fraud- 
ulent voters and put him in a pre- 
cinct where half of the registration 
was fraudulent, let that registra- 
tion crowd in to vote, and that 
newspaper man, in spite of his hon- 
esty and rightful endeavor, would 
have to fold his tent and silently 
steal away as far as the effective- 
ness of his work would be con- 
cerned. 

When She Was On Board. 


“When I was on the boarfi this 
was the procedure: A police can- 
vass was made following the can- 
vass of the clerks. This police can- 
vass disclosed those who had 
moved, died or registered fraudu- 
lently; in short, any and all cases 
of persons not entitled to vote. 
This record was transferred to the 
registration books in this manner: 
the Election Board had star rubber 
stamps and green ink pads and a 
large green star was placed op- 
posite each name challenged. This 
star stood out prominently, so that 
when John Smith appeared to vote 
the judges knew instantly that he 
was a challenged voter. He then 
had to take a written oath, giving 
his age, his nativity and other rec- 
ords of identity, and his signature 
was compared with the signature 
on the registration books. 

“In addition, he had to have his 
oath reinforced with the written 
oath of a householder (which 
means a registered voter in the 
precinct, the head of a house) that 
he knew John Smith to be the right 
person. Where today could you 
get 46,252 householders to take this 
oath, thereby implicating them- 
selves in a fraudulent act? Mr. 
Smith, after all of the above pro- 
cedure, was allowed to vote, which 
act, if he was guilty of fraudulent 
registration, made him a felon, and 
he was taken by the police officer 
stationed at the polls to the police 
station and a charge placed against 
him. 

“This procedure of the board was 
given wide publicity by the press. 
The judges and clerks, deputy elec- 
tion commissioners and police of- 
ficers all had rigid instructions, 
which were followed implicitly; al- 
so, lists of all the fraudulent names 
were given to the deputy commis- 
sioners, the Circuit Attorney and 
the police officers, but this list was 
not given until the morning of the 
election, so that no one could be 
tipped off before the day of elec- 
tion. We further requested the 
Circuit Attorney to have the grand 
jury in session and any other 
courts for speedy issuance of war- 
rants and information, It didn’t 
take long for the ‘boys’ who issued 
orders to know that we meant 
business and the result was they 
didn’t try to vote fraudulent vot- 
ers, because they knew all traps 
were set and they would be caught. 


“The Spirit and the Letter.” 


“According to newspaper reports, 
the present Election Board permit- 
ted several hundred of the original 
2500 challenged by the newspapers 
to transfer or restore their registra- 
tion, and, according to the press, 
some of this has been done’ since 
July 25, the last day for transfer- 
ring. What law did Chairman 
Waechter follow then and what law 
did the Election Board follow to es- 
tablish the identity of these people? 
Where was the spirit and the letter 
of the law in these cases? 

“The question has been asked of 
me, ‘What do you think will be the 
result of this action of the board?’ 
My answer is that this board has 
impaired all the good work of the 
press, for by selecting hand-picked 
deputy election commissioners and 
placing them in the polls with 
merely a list of fraudulent names, 
the full 46,252 can vote and it is a 
moral certainty that 75 per cent of 
them will vote.” 

Former Chairman Eigle’s View. 

Former Election Board Chairman 
Eigel said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“I have read Mr. Remmers’ state- 
ment carefully and think it is well 
reasoned. There is nothing in the 
statutes for removal of these names 
and nothing against it. I believe 
that under the law the board could 
act.” 

He was asked if he meant specifi- 
cally the board could strike off the 
names. “That's the only thing they 
could do,” he replied. “I'd take a 
chance on it.” - 
As to the task of the deputy elec- 
tion commissioners at the polls to- 
morrow, he said: “I am afraid they 
will be handicapped. To hand a man 
a list of names and have him stand 
all day to watch for them is a real 
man’s task. They will have to be 
alert and on the job every minute.” 
However, Eigel expressed the 
opinion that the exposure of the 
registration frauds would tend to 


minimize attempts at fraudulent 
voting.

“You're crazy,” a listener pro- 
tested, “Owens wasn’t even trying 
hard.” That is what many observ- 
ers thought, so smoothly did Owens 
stride. Onlookers just couldn't be- 
lieve that he was breaking a rec- 
ord. He won both heats by wide 
margins and the farther he went

BERLIN, Aug. 3.-—Italy’s Olym- 
pic soccer team defeated the Unit- 
ed States, 1-0, today in a rough 
match marred by a fist fight in 
which Bill Fiedler of Philadelphia 
was kicked by an opposing player. 

The “battle” came after 12 min- 


utes of the second half. Italy had 
scored after a terrific struggle dur- 
ing which the German referee, 
Weingartner, frequently warned 
the Italians for their rough tac- 
tics. 

Suddenly, during a battle for the 
ball, a half dozen Italians piled on 
to Feidler and some one kicked 
him. He came up with a bad knee 
but remained in the game. 

The Italian Crown Prince, Um- 
berto, was among the 7000 fans, 
most of whom jeered the Italians 
and cheered the Americans, 

The referee finally motioned the 
Italian, Piccini, to the _ sidelines 
with a wave of his thumb, but three 
or four of Piccini’s teammates, 
dashed to Weingartner and pulled 
down his hand and Piccini re- 
mained in the game.

Olympic Weight-Lifting Title

BERLIN, Aug. 3.—Grunting and sweating through a long night 
of competition against the strong men of 12 other nations, American 
weight-lifters won ponderous, athletic glory for the United States in 


the Olympic Games. 

Little Tony Terlazzo, who or- 
dinarily pounds a typewriter for 
a living, lifted more than twice 
his own weight to win the Olympic 
featherweight championship for the 
United States, his total lift being 
687% pounds. 


John Terry, a Negro who works 
in a New York beauty i parlor, 
grabbed off sixth and last place 
with 632% pounds. 

The Americans were less con- 
spicuous in the lightweight division, 
but John Terpak of York, Pa., took 
fifth place with 709% pounds, while 
Robert Mitchell, also from York, 
lifted 693 pounds. 

Leading the weight-lifting com- 
petition, however, was Egypt, which 
took second and third in the feath- 
erweight and first and sixth in the 
lightweight classes. 


It was already dawn and Ber- 
lin’s milkmen were making their 
rounds before the struggle of the 
strong men was over. By that time 
the big Deutscheland Halle was 
practically empty—most spectators 
cleared out before midnight.

COUNTY PROSECUTOR 


More Efficient Accounting Sys- 
tem Urged; All Fees Turned 
Over, They Find. 


Installation of a more efficient 
accounting system and exercise of 
greater care in keeping records in 
the office of the Prosecuting At- 
torney of St, Louis County were 
urged in a report filed in County 
Court today by Schuessler, Keller 
& Co., public accountants, following 
their audit of the books of Prose- 
cuting Attorney C. Arthur Ander- 


son, as ordered by the County 


Court. 

The auditors found that all of 
the $11,829 in fees received by 
Anderson during his first three 
years in office. had been turned 
over to the County Treasurer, as 
required by law, and that all his 
expenditures from the $2500 con- 
tingent fund, set aside for him 
annually, were “reasonable.” 

The Prosecuting Attorney receives 
an annual salary of $5000 and an 
additional $1500 as a member of 
the Parole Board. All fees re- 
ceived by the office must be 
turned over to the Treasurer quar- 
terly. Of the $11,829 he received 
between Jan. 1, 1933, and Dec. 31 
of last year, $4569 was turned over 
by Constables and Justices of the 
Peace, $6857 by the Treasurer's of- 
fice and $402 by the Circuit Clerk’s 
office. 

Fees received by the Prosecutor 
from the Treasurer are turned back 
to him intact at the end of each 
quarter. In commenting on the 
accounting system now in use, the 
report suggested that “this ar- 
rangement be taken into consid- 
eration” if a new accounting system 
is installed. 

Accounted for All Fees. 

The auditors reported that An- 
derson turned over to them all his 
bank statements and canceled 
checks and approved of their sug- 
gestion that they verify transac- 
tions affecting his office by com- 
munication with Constables . and 
others concerned. They found. that 
all fees the Prosecutor received 
were deposited in a separate bank 
account and that the accuracy of 
the amounts deposited was verified 
by reference to records of the Cir- 
cuit Clerk, the County Clerk, the 
County Treasurer and the various 
Constables. 

“Information thus obtained indi- 
cates to us that Mr. Anderson has 
accounted for all fees turned over 
to him,” the report said. 

“Th conducting our examination 
we noticed quite a number of cler- 
ical errors in recording transac- 
tions and in preparing reports, 
none of which had any effect on 
the net income of the office, and 
we suggest that the clerk in charge 
of the records be instructed to ex- 
ercise more care in the future.” 

Fees on Criminal Cases. 

A fee is supposed to be paid the 
Prosecuting Attorney in every 
criminal case where a fine is as- 
sessed. The auditors found that 
township officers had remitted 933 
fines._to the Treasurer but that the 
Prosecutor had received only 914 
fees, totaling $4569, in these cases. 
The auditors noted that in the 19 
cases in which the Prosecutor re- 
ceived no fees, either the latter had 
waived the fee or township offi- 
cials had failed to collect it. 

Expense of the office paid from 
the contingent fund for the three- 
year period totaled $6256, compared 
with $4711 spent during a similar 
period preceding Anderson’s term. 


- In. 19383 the office used $1547 from 


the fund, in 1934, $2327, and in 1935, 
$2381. In the latter two years the 
office was put to considerable ex- 
pense in prosecution of the Kel- 
ley kidnaping cases and nearly half 
the amount spent in those years was 
for traveling expenses. The audi- 
tors, while finding no fault with 
the Prosecutor's use of the con- 
tingent fund, recommended that in 
the future more complete records 
be kept pertaining to expenses, and 
added that this suggestion had al- 
ready been adopted. 

In conclusion the report recom- 
mended that the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney file with the County Court, at 
least once a month, a complete list 
of all money due his office but not 
yet collected.’ This would necessi- 
tate submission to the Prosecutor 
by Justices and Constables, at fre- 
quent intervals, complete informa- 
tion relative to their dockets, it 
was stated. If this system were 
adopted, the report went on, it 
would enable the County Court, 
through its auditing officer, to co- 
operate with the Prosecuting At- 
torney in collection of fees and 
also keep the Court closely in 
touch with activities of the Jus- 
tices and Constables.

AVERAGE FACTORY EARNINGS 
OF AUTO WORKERS UP 16 PCT. 


Manufacturers Keport Stability of 
Employment Exceeds That of 
Any Previous Year. 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Aug. 3.—The Automo- 
bile Manufacturers’ Association said 
in a statement today that average 
earnings of automobile factory 
workers were 16 per cent higher 
this year than in the 1935 produc- 
tion season and 52 per cent higher 
than in 1934. 

As a result of the industry’s sta- 
bilization program, the statement 
said, the number of employes at 
work has shown a fluctuation of 
less than 6 per cent during the 
eight months from November, when 
production started, through June. 

“This record,” the association 
said, “resulting from combination 
of the industry-wide stabilization 
program undertaken last fall and 
the material growth of business, ex- 
ceeds the stability and continuity 
of employment experienced by the 
industry in any previous year and 
finds no parallel in strictly compar- 
able industrial operations. 

“In terms of weekly earnings, the 
average for all employes during 
April and May of this year was 
$32. Against this is a previous 
mark of $35 in the spring of 1929, 
when, however, the cost of living 
was much higher.” 

The satement estimated that “at 
least 150,000 persons were kept em- 


ployed last winter in automobile and 
allied plants, who normally would 
have been laid off awaiting a later 
start of production.”

Ships of New Type Kept Idle 
Pending Report of Board 
of Inquiry. 

Six new type Douglas observation 
planes have been grounded at Scott 
Field pending an effort to deter- 
mine what caused the wing to 
crumple on a plane of the same 
type Saturday, killing two enlisted 
flyers, Private Jesse Neal and 
Richard A. Wegrich of the Fif- 
teenth Observation Squadron.

Socialist Candidate Queries Roose- 
velt in Speech About Stand on 
Sharecroppers.

ALLENTOWN, Pa., Aug. 3.— 
Norman Thomas, Socialist candi-

SOVIET MEAT SUPPLY 
UP, DRAFT REDUCED 


Decorations Awarded for Food 
Production Expansion; Hun- 
dreds of New Barber Shops. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 3.—A_ decree 


sharply reducing the amount of 
meat that collective and individual 
farmers will have to. turn over to 
the Government in 1937 and 1938 
was made public last night. 

Hereafter farms will be required 
to turn over from 10 to 15 kilograms 
of meat from each cow killed, 22 
to 32 kilograms from each hog and 
five to eight kilograms from each 
sheep. (A kilogram is about 2.2 
pounds.) . Previously the require- 
ments have been 120 kilograms of 
beef, 30 kilograms of pork and eight 
kilograms of mutton per head. 

The Government recently an- 
nounced that cattle on collective 
farms had increased 30 per cent 
in 1936 and hogs 45 per cent. 

General Food Production. 

Hundreds of employes and offi- 

cials of the food industry were dec- 
orated yesterday for their work in 
the Soviet drive to expand produc- 
tion. 
Two women, both of them recent 
visitors of Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, were singled out for excep- 
tional honors from the Govern- 
ment. They were Paulina Zham- 
chuzhina, wife of Vyacheslaff Mo- 
lotoff, president of the Council of 
Commissars, who is head of the 
Moscow perfume trust, and Liud- 
mila Shaposhknikova, former head 
of the Leningrad perfume trust. 

Both received the red banner of 
the Order of Labor for having ex- 
ceeded their production quotas in 
1935. 

Fifty others received the Order 
of Lenin, 120 the red banner and 
260 were awarded badges of honor. 

Thousands More Barbers. 

The Council of Peoples’ Commis- 
sars of the Russian Socialist Fed- 
erated Soviet Republics announced 
715 new barber shops, with 2860 
chairs, would be opened in 1936. 
Next year, the statement said, 1412 
shops, with 5648 chairs, will be 
opened. During the rest of this 
year 4940 barbers will be trained, 
and 10,750 will be instructed in 
1937. 

Barber shops will even be in- 
stalled on the larger collective 
farms. They will be placed on a 
self-supporting basis. 

Training schools for beauty at- 
tendants will be installed as well as 
colleges for barbers. 


COL. ROOSEVELT WILLING 
TO RUN FOR GOVERNOR 


To Accept G. O. P.’s Nomination if 
it Is Offered to Him in 
New York. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, son of the late 
President, said yesterday he would 
accept the Republican nomination 
for Governor of New York if the 
party should select him at its state 
convention in September. 

The Republican party, he said, 
should nominate a man who will 
contribute the greatest strength to 
the national ticket and “whoever 
he is he should accept.” 

His statement was made in a let- 
ter to his friena, Fred M. Lewis, 
president of the Ted Roosevelt 
Merchants’ and Salesmen’s League, 
who had written asking him if he 
would be a candidate for the Gov- 
ernorship. 

Col. Roosevelt, now 48 years old, 
was the Republican candidate for 
Governor in 1924 and was defeated 
by Alfred E. Smith. Since then: he 
has been Governor of Puerto Rico 
and Governor-General of the Phil- 
ippines.. Three men already are 
actively seeking the Republican 
nomination. They aré George R. 
Fearon, minority leader of the State 
Senate; Mayor Rolland B. Marvin 
of Syracuse, and Supreme Court 
Justice William F. Bleakley of 
White Plains.

Frey promised his fellow mem- 
bers of the executive council acting 
as judge and jury that: 

“There will be presented to you 
a voluminous record to substan- 
tiate the charges which have been 
made, and it may become advisab!e 
to call certain witnesses.” He add- 
ed that “there will be placed before 
you the official documents indicat- 
ing why the unions forming the 
C. I. O. are not present to reply to 
the charges filed against them on 
July 15.” 

Green Pessimistic. 
’ Green said he based his statement 
on the second refusal of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization 
members to appear before the coun- 
cil to explain their stand, 

“This second refusal,’ Green said, 
“makes peace much harder to ac- 
complish. As long as there was 
hope that we could get together to 
discuss this problem, there was far 
more hope for a settlement.” 

The C. I. O. union leaders, three 
weeks ago, turned down an invita- 
tion to appear before the council, 
before formal charges against them 
had been made. 

Neither Lewis nor any of his as- 
sociates was present. 

Proposal by Ohl. 

Ohl proposed that the Lewis com- 
mittee confine its activity to the 
steel and rubber industries, that 
the A. F. of L. support Lewis in 
organization drives in those fields, 
and that the issue of industrial 
versus craft unionism be submit- 
ted to the federation convention 
next, November in Tampa. The Ohl 
consin Federation in convention 
several weeks ago. 

After he had been before the coun- 
cil an hour and a half, Ohl told re- 
porters the members had not com- 
mitted themselves to his peace plan, 
but had “asked a lot of questions.” 
He added he still was hopeful it 
would be accepted and that he in- 
tended to talk with members of the 
Lewis faction before he returned to- 
night to Wisconsin. 


Ohl said he did not think the or- 
ganization policy of the A. F. of L.., 
just now was “adequate” or that 
the committee for industrial organ- 
ization “can do the job.”

‘Nationalization of Munitions Manufacture 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
sels and various implements of war, such 
as powder, machine guns, gun forgings, 
armor plate, etc., while a minority would 
leave the munitions industry in private 
hands but subject it to strict regulation. 

While the practices of the private mu- 
nitions industry have been shown to be 
most anti-social and its activities a 
powerful force for war, the majority of 
the committee is expecting too much if it 
thinks mere Government ownership and 
operation of the munitions plants will be 
a definite cure for war. Contrary to a 
large sector of public opinion, wars are 
not entirely caused by a small, power- 
ful group of dealers in arms, who by 
various shady methods embroil the coun- 
try in a conflict. Modern war is a high- 
ly complex institution; and like other 
institutions, it has a large number of 
factors contributing to its continuance. 

War has its economic aspects and 
causes. It may be waged to gain more 
markets; to find outlets for domestically 
produced goods; to protect investments; 
and to benefit powerful interests in a 
thousand and one ways. War also has 
its political side, frequently coupled with 
the economic. Every war has its psy- 
chological cause—that indefinable some- 
thing which makes the mob cheer when 
it hears martial music. Racial and re- 
ligious prejudices play a part. Mussolini 
claimed his war was a mission of civiliza- 
tion and enlightenment to an enslaved 
people. In considering war factors, one 
must not overlook the yellow press, which, 
by propagandizing in the news, can cre- 
ate a militaristic spirit in the country 
no matter who owns the munitions plants. 

Japan is fighting in China for a mul- 
titude of reasons; and nowhere in the 
world is the munitions industry so com- 
pletely under Government control, outside 
of the Soviet Union, as in Japan. An- 
other fact might be used to dampen the 
enthusiasm of those who. say national- 
ization of the munitions industry will in- 
sure peace. Modern wars are not fought 
with munitions alone. A nation might 
have all the guns, powder and armor plat- 
ing it needed, yet it would soon col- 
lapse if its army and civilian population 
did not have such articles as foodstuffs, 
blankets, medicine and the like. In mod- 
ern warfare, armies do not fight against 
each other; nations do. 

But, though Government ownership of 
these key war industries will not stop 
war, it will at least minimize the forces 
making for war. It will do away with 
one sore spot that long has been a na- 
tional scandal. There will be a tendency 
for the Government to produce only what 
is necessary for the national defense, un- 
der proper management. It may not 
keep us out of war entirely, but will at 
least lessen our chances of getting in. 
Certainly the present system is intoler- 
able and cannot be. allowed to continue. 

The Government already is manufactur- 
ing certain army equipment and there 
is no indication that it is more ineffi- 
cient than private manufacturers of arms, 
who are moved by the incentive for profit. 
And even the strictest regulation will not 
take the profit out of privately owned 
industries. For these reasons, the writer 
favors nationaligation of such industries, 
not as a cure, but as a palliative.

The re-canvass of the poll books discloses that the 
largest colony of “not found” registrants resides in 
the Fourth Ward, domain of Jimmy (Little Caesar) 
Miller. Of 13,671 names appearing on the books from 
that ward, the investigators were unable to find the 
owners of 4729, or more than one-third. 
This is the bailiwick of which Boss Miller on Aug. 
7, 1934, primary day, made the classic utterance: 
“We're going to vote ‘em over here just like a ma- 
chine.” It was a statement of unadulterated truth. 
And it is apparent that in this ward, voters are also

Confusion has been caused by the fact that there 
is another and larger list in the field, put out by the 
new Lawyers’ Association of the Eighth Judicial Cir- 
cuit.

All candidates 
who received a majority of the 639 accepted ballots— 
19 candidates in all—appear on the new organiza- 
tion's list.

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MORE GRADE-CROSSING TRAGEDIES. 
A passenger train struck an automobile at an un- 
guarded grade crossing at Hamilton, O., recently, and 
killed nine members of one family, including five 
children. At Oconomowoc, Wis., on the same day, 
five occupants of an automobile were killed and one 
seriously injured when the car was crushed between 
two trains at a crossing. At Belleville, also on the 
same day, three St. Louis Negroes were killed when 
their automobile struck a freight train. 
In one day, three grade-crossing accidents take 17 
lives! These tragedies are only a small part of the 
year’s toll. Last year, 1680 persons were killed in 
crossing collisions. In 1934, there were 1554. In 
1931, 1811. This year’s record gives indications of 
going above previous high marks, for both rail and 
motor travel are increasing, while the rate of cross- 
ing elimination lags behind. 
The Federal Government’s $200,000,000 crossing-re- 
moval program is slowly getting under way. It is 
plain, however, that this large appropriation is only a 
start on solving the problem. The danger, at the 
present rate, will remain for many years, until the 
last crossing is removed. Each crossing tragedy is a 
grim reminder of a major traffic peril, and should 
spur the efforts to eliminate it.

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UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 
Attorney-General McKittrick has ruled that absen- 
tee ballots can be cast in tomorrow’s primary only by 
those who are in some other Missouri county. That 
is, the law does not extend absentee voting to quali- 
fied persons who are outside the State. 

Unfortunate as the ruling is, it was inescapable. 
Mr. McKittrick read the law and told the inquiring 
clerk of Buchanan County what could be done un- 
der it.

N contrast to the almost universal loss of 
| reputations elsewhere in the field of eco- 

nomics hag been the increasing respect ac- 
corded to the Brookings Institution, whose 
name is heard more and more frequently in 
connection with economic questions. Perhaps 
the reason is that it meets the requirements 
of scientific approach, organization and fact- 
finding facilities which have been so fre- 
quently lacking in the field of economic re- 
search to date. 

The Brookings Institution owes its ex- 
istence to a public-spirited citizen, Robert 
Brookings, who amassed a fortune in pri- 
vate business and retired to devote himself 
to public service. 


In 1932, the Brookings Institution under- 
took what is unquestionably the most com- 
plete study of broad economic fundamentals 
ever conducted. The project was financed 
by the Falk Foundation of Pittsburgh, and 
required the collaboration of Brookings econ- 
omists over a period of three years. The 
purpose of the study was to ascertain, if 
possible, the reason why our entire economic 
machine does not function more efficiently 
year in and year out. The results were pub- 
‘lished in four parts. 

This study succeeded in isolating what the 
institution believes to be the fundamental 
reason why the material progress of the na- 
tion has been disappointingly slow. Accord- 
ing to its findings, the reason is that indus- 
try has failed to pass on to consumers 
enough of the benefits resulting from tech- 
nological advances, particularly in the past 
15 years. The answer, says Brookings, lies in 
more goods at lower prices, 

& “ o 


This recommendation is directly opposed 
to much of the economic philosophy now cur- 
rent, and is a direct challenge to price-fix- 
ing schemes and stabilization. devices. 

Under a capitalistic system, the savings 
made possible by improved technology are 
supposed to be passed along automatically 
to the public in the form of lower prices. 
But in recent years, obstructions to a free 
competitive system have been built up in 
the form of price-fixing devices which have 
prevented consumers from receiving the ben- 
efits of lower prices that a free competitive 
system would have assured them. This con- 
clusion, simple though it may sound, was 
arrived at only after the most searching in- 
quiry ever made into economic fundamen- 
tals. 

In the course of its studies, Brookings has 
exploded the widely held theory that vastly 
improved technology in recent years has 
made possible a tremendous potential over- 
production of goods, and that our salvation 
from this glut lies in a reduction of working 
hours and restriction of output. Although 
there were wide differences found in techno- 
logical improvements in various industries, 
Brookings discovered that, on the whole, im- 
proved technique of production had account- 
ed for only an 18 per cent increase in pro-

Brookings had no sympathy with the phi- 
losophy of scarcity now in vogue, and states 
that the adoption of the proposed 30-hour 
week would be e¢alamitous. Production, it 
says, must be expanded, for that is the only 
method by which the total income of the 
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country can be increased to an amount suf- 
ficient to make possible an improved stand- 
ard of living. 

The best solution, in the opinion of the 
Brookings Institution, lies in a reduction of 
prices without any decrease in money wages. 
This method results in an automatic increase 
in the purchasing power of every consum- 
er. It tends to increase the volume of pro- 
duction, which is the only way the standard 
of living can be substantially improved, 

Under such a policy, if the efficiency of 
production continued to increase over a peri- 
od of years, the country could look forward 
not only to complete utilization of existing 
productive facilities, but also to the enlarge- 
ment of such facilities, with more goods for 
each individual to enjoy. In its studies to 
date, Brookings has not discussed any meth- 
ods of insuring price reductions, but expects 
to examine that subject in future studies. 

The gist of the Brookings conclusions is, 
“more goods at lower prices through elimina- 
tion of price control.” This calls for the 
free competitive system under which Ameri- 
can business is theoretically supposed to op- 
erate. The trouble has been that it does not 
operate that way in practice. An examina- 
tion of the economic theories recently or at 
present in greatest vogue shows that most of 
them are diametrically opposed to the

The NRA, which, until it-was deciared un- 
constitutional, comprised the administra- 
tion’s chief recovery effort, was directly op- 
posed to the Brookings finding. Under the 
Blue Eagle, fixed minimum prices were 
established, which resulted in a rigid and 
artificial price structure. The higher prices 
tended definitely to curtail production. Like- 
wise the AAA, the administration's second 
great recovery effort, violated virtually every 
recommendation of the Brookings studies. 

Moreover, the President has made it plain 
that he does not believe lower prices increase 
either purchasing power or consumption. In 
his speech at the Jefferson day dinner of the 
National Democratic Club in New York on 
April 25, Mr. Roosevelt said: “You can cheap- 
en the costs of industrial production by two 
methods. One is by the development of new 
machinery and new technique and by in- 
creasing employe efficiency. We do not dis- 
courage that. But do not dodge the fact that 
this means fewer men empfoyed and more 
men unemployed.” 

If that were so, there should be fewer men 
employed today in the motor industry than 
when cars were made virtually by hand. La- 
bor today plays a relatively less important 
part in the manufacture of automobiles than 
was formerly the case, But instead of find- 
ing fewer men employed, as Mr. Roosevelt's 
theory would imply, we find that employ- 
ment in the motor industry has increased 
manyfold. We find also that collateral em- 
ployment in road building, tire manufacture, 
oil refining and other activities related to the 
motor industry has also gained tremendously.

Marlin also _ recalled 
that under the Townsend plan the 
pension was to be spent within 30 
days. He left for Batesville to 
comply. 

The Resettlement Administration 
supervisor learned of the error and 
hurried to Batesville. He found 
Marlin, who tola him the most he 
had veen able to spend was $85, 
all for a queaky, patched and bat- 
tered merry-go-round. Advised of 
his error, Marlin said that if al- 
lowed to keep the merry-go-round, 
he would see that the loan from 
the Government was repaid. 

A current political campaign 
brought an unusual number of pic- 
nics, barbecues and pie suppers to 
this section. Marlin and his port- 
able merry-go-round went to all of 
them.

STEEL PRODUCTION 
RATE |S SHADED 


Small Decline Regarded as of 
Little Significance in the 
Trade, 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Opera- 
tions in the steel industry for the 
current week declined .1 of 1 point 
to 71.4 per cent of capacity com- 
pared with 71.5 last week, the 
American Iron & Steel Institute es- 
timated today. 

A month ago operations aver- 
aged 67.2 per cent of capacity, 
while a year ago the rate was 46 
per cent. 

The small decline from the esti- 

mated schedule of the previous 
week was regarded in steel trade 
circles as havi=2z little significance. 
The rate fixed for the current week 
continues around the average for 
July, which was contra-seasonally 
high. 

It also, in the opinion of steel 
men, bears out the recent assertion 
of some leaders of the industry that 
incoming orders were insufficient 
volume to support the late July 
operating rate.

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 3.—The maga- 
gine Steel said today July ended with 
iron and steel markets still buoyant, the

In the Chicago district operations were 
up one point to 71 per cent, while Whee!- 
ing showed a gain of 3 ints to 92. 
Buffalo was down 3 to 81; Cleveland 3 to 
82, and other districts were unchanged. 
“Gwiftly advancing prices of iron and 
steel scrap testify to the scarcity which 
has been apparent at mills for the last 
month,”” the magazine continued. 

‘‘Steel’s scrap composite is up 54 cents 
to $13.66, about midway between the 
levela for the first and second weeks in 
May. For five consecutive weeks this 
index has advanced steadily from $12.47, 
and indications point to a further upward 
movement in the near future.’ 

“steel” said 12 leading producers 
steel, representing 83 per cent of the 
country’s total ingot capacity, have re- 
ported an aggregate profit of $41, 281,010 
for the first six months of 1936, com-

“On the basis of steel ingot output alone 
indicated profits for the entire industry in 
the first half were $2.33 per ton, com-

“Steel” reported demand for steel for 
1937 automobile models became more Ap- 
parent during the week, with Ford coming 
into the market for material for 157,000 
units, mainly for 1937 models, and Chev- 
rolet and General Motors units following 
the same procedure. 

The unofficial July average of domestic 
railroad car awards, it added, reached 
6779, exceeding the June average by 1559 
cars. The monthly average for the first 
six months of 1936 is 4688 cars, while 
the awards in 1935 for the entire first 
haif totaled only 6333. 

Average daily pig iron output in July, 
83,404 gross tons, was 3147 tons lower 
than in June, a decrease of 3.6 per 
cent.

T used to be that women who

Prize winner in physics, said 

some wise and helpful things in 
his talk in the University of Chi- 
cago Chapel. 

“Up to the dawn of social con- 
science,” he said, “God held in His 
own hands the whole responsibility 
for the evolution of life upon this 
planet. Gradually, the responsibil- 
ity is being shifted to our shoul- 
ders.” 

Some men of science bow God 
out of the universe as no longer 
needed, leaving it all to man. Some 
theologians talked as if God had it 
all to do, while man had no respon- 
sibilty at all. 

No, says the great scientist; it is 
a partnership. Man must work 
with God incarryingthrough the 
final stages of making this a suita- 
ble world and ourselves a suitable 


‘race, fit to inhabit the world. 


But, he adds, considering the 
many obvious errors that we are 
making, we may be thankful that 
we do not yet have complete con- 
trol. Man is not yet good enough 
and wise enough to take over the 
whole process. 

At the same time, man has his 
part to play, his duty to do, and 
can no longer put off on God the 
blame for all his misfortunes, as he 
once did. How often he has made 
God not a partner, but a scapegoat. 

To the old prayer, “Forgive us 
our trespasses,” we must add, ”For- 
give us our misfortunes,” which are 
more often due not to the will of 
God, but to our own human folly 
and the stupidity that will not 
learn.
